When terms were atranged with China after 
the attack on the Legations, three years ago, 
three was a provision forbidding the importa- 
tion ‘of arms’ and material used in the making 
of arms. This prohibition ceases in August 
unless the Powers deem it necessary to reim- 
pose it. It is understood the Russians are now 
sugpesting that the Powers co-operate to con- 
tinue the prohibition, but it is doubtful if they 
will agree. The result of the embargo so far has 
heen, naturally enough, to encourage the manu- 
facture of arms in China itself, while at the 
same time it has given rise to much smuggling, 
the. Germans notoriously being the chief 
offenders in this respect. Every arsenal in the 
Chinese Empire is at present working to its 
full capacity, says the London correspondent of 
a well known prov'ncial journal. The Powers 

so far have not interfered, and I hear from a 
well-informed source that, having regard to the 
foc} that China is herself making an abundance 
of war material, the prohibition of the importa- 
tion of arms will be allawed to lapse.
